“Naval limitation is a contin- 


uous process,” he said. “We re- 
gard disarmament as a goal to be 
reached by successive steps, by fre- 
quent revision and improvement. A 
solution reached today, however 
perfect, may not respond to condi- 
tions at a later date.” 

The chairman of the American 
delegation added that he and his 
colleagues were ready to remain in 
London until the probléms were 
solved, until the opportunities were 
grasped, and until the world had 
an agreement that would carry it 
happily on to the time when the 
nations could meet again in the 
same spirit to look over the sit- 
uation anew. 

Lofty Idealism of Delegates. 

“We are profoundly impressed 
and moved by the significance of 
the speeches we have just heard,” 
he said, “‘the-cordial and hospitable 
welcome extended to us by his ma- 
jesty the King, and the wise 
analysis of our problems which has 
been. so movingly presented by the 
Prime Minister. I am so convinced 
that all “members of this con. 
ference share the lofty idealism 
that has been expressed in the 
two preceding speeches that I look 
forward with confident hope to the 
Success of our labors. I deem it 
an afispicious event that our first 
meeting" at this conference, in 
which there must be-@ spirit of un- 
derstanding and co-operation, 
should take the place in the houses 
of Parliament which . have for 
Americans a deep significance as 
the cradle of our jurisprudence and 
of our fundamental ideas of hu- 
man liberty. 

“The: use of international con- 
ferences of this sort for the pur- 
pose of limiting and reducing arm- 
aments is a recent development in 
world affairs, so recent that a num- 
ber of Our colleagues at this table 
participated in the labors of the 
Washington conference, the first of 
the series of efforts devoted to this 
great end. That conference was a 
first step on the long road of in- 
ternational endeavor in limitation 
and reduction upon which the 
world has started. We may well 
feel that this beginning was a 
momentous event in the history of 
the human-tace; we may derive a 
legitimate gratification from the 
knowledge that we have lived in 
days when for the first time hu- 
man thoughts and desires for dis- 
armament reached practical and 
tangible expression. 

‘ A Continuous* Process. 

“I feel it is important to em- 
phasize the fact that we do not 
look upon this effort toward dis- 
armament as final. Naval limita- 
tion is a continuous process. We 
regard- disarmament as a goal to 
be reached by succéssive steps, by 
frequent revision and improvement. 

“Human affairs are not static, 
but are moving and we believe 
improving. A solution reached to- 
today, however perfect, may not 
respond to conditions at a later 
date. We sincerely hope that an 
increased feeling of security may 
enable still more drastic reduction 
For that reason we 
feel tha’ the sound and obvious 
course is to reach such agreements 
as it may be possible now, with the 
knowledge that they are open to 
revision at appropriate periods. 

Common-Sense Path. 

“We are convinced that in at- 
tacking now the naval problem we 
are following the practical and 
common-sense path. We believe 
that any solution which we can 
‘make of thia problem will be a tan- 
gible contribution to the success of

At the same time Commissioner 
Stockard issued a warning order 
to prospective investors in Mis- 
souri, urging them not to make 
investments until. they had thor- 
oughly investigated the securities 
offered, and until they had ascer- 
tained whether the companies had 
qualified with the réquirements of 
the State’ secu law, and had 
obtained permits .to sel? their 
stocks, 

“None of these companies 
against which the orders were is- 
sued is registered in Missouri and 
they have not qualified’ with the 
requirements of the State law,” 
Stockard said. 

“No investor in these segprities 
would have any recourse in the 


| courts of this State . the event of 


litigation over the affairs of the 
companies, but ~ouia have to go 
to the State in which they are 
situated. ,These companies have 
attempted to sell securities in Mis- 
souri without placing themselves 
under the supervision of this de- 
partment.” 
One of the companies barred by 
Stockard is the Missouri Valley Fur 
Farm Co., which proposes to es- 
tablish a muskrat farm at Stanley, 
Kan., 25 miles from Kansas City. 
Literature of the company stated 


its plan was to sell the investor a.

The company would take care of

pelts.

Stephens Service Corporation of 
Fort Worth, Tex., offering stock in 
a chain 6f gasoline filling stations.

We hope 
while they are in our midst they 
will all feel most comfortably at 
home. 

“Those who have been abroad 
from time to time and have expe- 
rienced the open-handed hospital- 
ity of the. countries represented 
here will strive to do, our best to 
show that it, is not merely native 
hospitality that inspires us, but 
very pleasant memories of past ex- 
periences. 

I would like if tonight we could 
forget the conference altogether 
and say the words which Antony 
addressed to Cleopatra: ‘Let us 
not .confound the time with con- 
ference harsh.’ 

“I can report thus far that, al- 
though the conference only for- 
mally opens tomorrow, we have 
been hard at work the whole of 
today. If my colleagues at. the 
conference, the chief delegates, be- 
have during the next six weeks— 
shall I say.

—as you all behaved today, it will 
be the happiest, most harmonious 
and most pleasant six weeks or two 
months I ever spent in my life.

his long and successful career. M. 
Briand is the dean of interna- 
tional conferences. 
Tribute to Grandi, 

“Further on my left is Signor 
Grandi, representative of Italy, he 
has been engaged on many mat- 
ters, financial and political, and ! 
do not exaggerate in the least when 
I say that whatever Signor Grandi 
has put his hand to has been suc- 
cessful. On his brow I can see a 
leaf of the laurels of Locarno. 

“To my right is Mr. Wakatsuki, 
representative of Japan.

“The British Empire has done 
wonderfu! things in its time. It has 
done things which many men have 
united in declaring it never could 
succeed in doing. What we are do- 
ing today—and we invite the at- 
tention of all constitutional stu- 
dents to our experiment—is to 
combine a great political unity of 
nations, free and independent and 
yet united by common allegiance 
in this apparent independence, and 
disunity alongside organic unity 
and co-operation. I believe we shall 
contribute one more successful ex- 
periment for the enlightenment and 
guidance of the rest of the world. 


America’s Leadership. 

“Up to now I have refrained 
from catching with my eye my 
friend, Mr. Stimson.

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DENIES LOBBYING 
AGAINST MONOPOLY 


Criticises Attorney-General 
for Not Acting Against 
Alleged Trust on Own 
Initiative.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21. — Os- 
wald F. Schuette, executive secre- 
tary of the Radio Protective Asso- 
ciation, said today before the. Sen- 
ate Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee that he had carried his associa- 
tion’s complaint against the “Radio 
Trust” to the Attorney-General and 


the President, but denied that he 
had engaged in “lobbying activi- 
ties. ve 

Schuette, representing a number 
of independent radio manufactur- 
ers, said the “trust” was composed 
of the Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica, the General Electric Co., the 
Westinghouse Co. and the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
He asserted “lobbying charges’ had 
been made by Manton Davis, gen- 
eral attorney for the Radio Corpo- 
ration of America, in previous tes- 
timony before the committee which 
is holding hearings on the Cou- 
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zens bill to group radio, telephones, 
telegraph and cables under control 
of a new Federal Commission. 
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Referring to Manton’s testimo- 
ny, Schuette said it was “easy to 
understand this complaint.” 

“We feel,” he added, “that if it 
had not been for our campaign, 
the Radio Trust might not now be 
called upon to face the inquisition 
of your committee.” 

To Protect Independents. 

Schuette continued that he had/{ .- 
taken his story to the Attorney- /, 
General and the President to pro¢{U- 
tect the independent manufactur- 
ers “whom the Radio Trust had 
undertaken to destroy.” 

He said, “But for that effort, 
there would be no independent ra- 
dio industry today.”’ 

Schuette testified that, since Aug. 
1, 1927, the association had spent 
$61,400, which included an adver- 
tising campaign “‘to stop the trust's 
terrorization of radio dealers and 
jobbers throughout the United 
States.”’ 

-Schuette said the Radio Cor- 
poration through its witnesses, be- 
fore the committee had fatted to 
prove Woodrow Wilson had a part 
in the organization of the corpora- 
tion soon after the war. — 

He suggested that Josephus 
Daniels, Secretary of the Navy in 
the Wilson Cabinet, who, he said, 
was responsible for Wilson's radio 
policy, be called to testify. 

Replying to testimony by Davis 
that the independents were seeking 
to use illegally the inventions of 
others, Schuette asserted that 
statements of other witnesses, in- 
cluding Newcomb Carlton, presi- 
dent of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co., “has confirmed our 
charge that the Radio Trust has 
undertaken to destroy its competi- 
tors in every field.” 

Wants Mitchell Called. 

Schuette said the association had 
laid its charges against the “Ra- 
dio Trust” before the Department 
of Justice, but that the only action 
so far was a further investigation. 

He asked that Attorney-General 
Mitchell be called “to learn why it 
is that the independent victims of 
the Radio Trust have been com- 
pelled to go to court to enforce the 
antimonopoly laws, which it is the 
duty of the Department of Justice 
to enforce.” 

“If the Department of Justice,” 
he said, “had done that duty, it 
would not have been necessary for 
me to carry our appeal to Con- 
gress.” 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, remarked that he had been 
wondering whether it would not be 
wise to prevent big concerns from 
collecting a large number of pat.

RETNG U.S. ENVOY 
HONORED IN BERLIN 


Jacob Gould Schurman 
Guest at Banquet—Leaves 
Later for Home. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Jan. 21.—Jacob Gould 
Schurman, retiring United States 
Ambassador,was honored last night 
at a farewell banquet given by the 
Foreign Office. Among those pres- 
ent were Chancellor Mueller, Min- 
ister of Defense Goerner, Under- 
Secretary of State von Schubert, 
the staffs of the American Em- 
bassy and consulate, former Chan- 
cellor Cuno, President Schacht of 
the Reichsbank and other leaders 
of Germany. 

Mueller said Schurman had ob- 
served Germany at work during 
the last five years and seen its ef- 
forts directed toward reconstruc- 
tion and restoration of freedom. 
“This latter aim,” he said, “is easily 
understood and appreciated by: a 
people imbued with the ideals. of 
Washington and Franklin.” 

The Ambassador seemed deeply 
moved and pledged himself to con- 
tinue efforts to advance German- 
American understanding. 

The Ambassador received a let- 
ter from the Board of Aldermen 
of Berlin extolling his friendliness 
as representative of the United 
States. Schurman then handed to 
the President of the German Red 
Cross a draft for $5000 from the 
American Red Cross for relief of 
Russian-German farmer refugees. 
It was his last official act. 

Dr. Schurman Jeft Berlin this 
afternoon for Hamburg to embark 
for home on the steamship George 
Washington.

Approval then was given to a 
committee amendment to increase 
the duty on irridescent imitation 
pear! beads from 60 to 90 per cent.

An increase in duty on tooth and 
toilet brushes made of anything 
but cellulose from 45 per cent to 
one cent each and 50 per cent was 
approved.

ANOTHER SENATE OPPORTUNITY. 

Having defeated the attempt to exploit: our do 
bill of the people some $54,000,000, the United States 
Senate has an even greater opportunity to render a 
public service with respect. to wool when the tariff 
bill comes up from committee of the whole. 

Only one farmer in 15 raises wool im this country, 
but the entire population uses it.. The consumption 
of wool in the United States is so great that we im- 
port almost as much we raise, The situation is 
very much like that as to sugar. In the sugar tariff 
we attempt to protect the United States, a poor sugar 
country, against Cuba, the richest sugar- country in 
the world. The wool tariff attempts to do very much 
the same thing with wool. The rise of the dairy in- 
dustry in the United States disparages sheep raising. 
The production of wool in the United States increases, 
but only slowly and at enormous expense to the peo 
ple. Meanwhile, Australia and New Zealand, the pre- 
mier wool countries of the world, are growing ap- 
proximately three times as much wool as the United 
States. One-third of all the wool grown in the world 
comes from those two islands. The next wool-pro- 
ducing region is the “Argentine-Uruguay country, 
with almost half the production of Australasia. 

The tariff bill now before Congress would increase 
the duty on wool from 31 to 34 cents a poynd. The 
present duty is 31 cents. Senator Blaine has pointed 
out that the increase in the price of a suit or an over- 
coat under such a tariff would be approximately two 
and a half times as much as it would profit a farmer 
with even as many as 100 sheep. The burden which 
such an increase would impose upon the poor is the 
most unjust feature of the bill. That is, there are 
imported to this country at this time in the manufac- 
ture of the cheaper grades of clothing great quan- 
tities of wool rags, which are reworked into shoddy 
and woven into cloth with a mixture of cheap wool 
or cotton. The duty on these rags is now 71-2 cents 
a pound. The new tariff bill proposes to make if 18 
cents a pound. This is an increase of 140 per cent. 
How the law would operate to the disadvantage of 
the poor is proved by a comparison of the proposed 
increases on raw wool and wool rags. The former 
would be increased 3 cents a pound, the latter 101-2 
cents. Thus clothing made of the poor grades of 
wool would be made to bear three and one-half times 
the burden imposed upon luxury clothing. It is a dull 
day in tariff making when the poor are not robbed. 

The proposed wool tariff would be to exploit the 
necessities of wool growers in the United States pre- 
cisely as the increases proposed in the sugar tariff 
would have been to exploit the necessities of sugar 
growers in the United States. Our wool growers, 
like our sugar growers, are entitled to reasonable 
protection. So are the people entitled to reasonable 
protection. The Senate can do with the wool sched- 
ule in the new tariff bill exactly what it has done 
to the sugar schedule, notwithstanding many of the 
Republican insurgents from the West are on the other 
side. They were also on the other side when the 
Senate defeated the sugar beet subsidy. 

That is, by reopening, the wool schedule the Sen- 
ate can retain the present tariff on wool. If it is 
claimed for the wool growers that their. industry is 
}declining under the present rate, the figures belie it. 
The United States produced 351,013.000. pounds of 
wool in 1928. That was an excess of approximately 
20,000,000 pounds over 1927, and an increase of 40,- 
000,000 pounds over 1926. The industry has never 
been so large as it is now, and it has no need of the 
excessive protection proposed by the new tariff. Cer- 
tainly there is no justification for making 120,000,000 
people in the United States pay many more millions 
of dollars for such a-vital necessity as clothing. 


SPEAKING OF THE WEATHER—

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THE BAD-CHECK RACKET. 
Business houses in the United States lost some 
thing like $300,000,000 last year thfough bad checks, 
according to the secretary of the National Retail 
Credit Association. Most of us will wonder, “How 
come?” 
Almost everyone has found himself in-a predica- 
ment where he wanted a check cashed, more or less 
on trust; that is by somebody who did not know him 
and was, therefore, obliged to take his word and ac 
cept as trustworthy such credentials as he presented. 
In the big majority of such instances, we should say, 
the experience has been humiliating. 
Yet the bad-check passer flourishes. We meet him, 
sometimes her, not/ infrequently in the day’s news. 
He is a total stranger to the merchant, and, usually 
the story of his operations, as related in the papers, 
seems far from convincing. Yet business houses, big 
and little, “fall for him,” to the tune of a million dol- 
lars for every business day. 
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Believe it or not, it is against the law in Utah to 
smoke in public. 
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PARROT DISEASE. 

Although little is known about psittacosis, or par- 
rot disease, to which 40 illmesses and eight recent 
deaths at scattered points in the United States are 
ascribed, it is not a “new” disease. A psittacosis epi- 
demic was described by a medical observer as early 
as 1879, and in 1892 Paris had an epidemic with 49 
cases and 16 deaths. The symptoms resemble those 
of pneumonia and typhoid, with an average mortal- 
ity of 35 to 40 per cent. Because of the similarity to 
other ailments and the popular hysteria attendant on 
a suspected epidemic, physicians are cautious about 
diagnosing cases definitely as parrot fever. The dis- 
ease is not contagious among human beings, but is 
transmitted by contact with infected birds. The fact 
that the bacillus has not been isolated adds to the 
confusion about the disease. 

Seven“deaths in Germany have been traced to par- 
rots recently imported from South America, and the 
cases in this country to birds from Central and South 
America and the West Indies. It seems logical to 
assume that birds from Africa and Australasia do 
not carry the disease, and that only new arrivals are 
@ source of danger. No fear need be felt of household 
pets of long standing, unless they have been with 
recently imported birds. Abandonment of family par- 


cruel and serves no purpose. 

Stringent Government inspection of parrots ar- 
riving in this country should tend to check further 
outbreaks of the disease. Meanwhile, observance of 
the rules issued by Surgeon-General Cumming, stress-| 
ing avoidance of contacts with recently imported 
birds, will lessen the danger. The Journal of the 
== Medica] Association does not fear ¢ spread 


of psittacosis, saying: “The disease is essentially a 
medical curiosity and need occasion little alarm 
among the people of the United States.”

Chicago is not bankrupt. How could that be true 
of one of the world’s richest cities? It is merely 
siffering from temporary financial embarrassment 
proceeding from two main causes. One is that for 
years.Chicago has been appropriating for municipal 
purposes a total amount greater than actual cash 
income. This has Jed to excess borrowing upon tax 
anticipation w ts which has plunged the city 
deeper and deeper into debt. The second cause is 
purely adventitious. It is that, om account of a 
reassessment of Chicago property, 1928 tax bills, 
which ordinarily would have been paid a year ago, 
have not yet been mailed to taxpayers. Similarly, 
1929 tax bills, due now, will not be mailed before 
next’ September or October. | 

Charges of graft, extravagance and so on against 
city officials are matters of fact and not of opinion. 
Suspicion has been aroused by such disclosures as 
that, during Mayor Thompson’s several administra- 
tions, more than $3,000,000 has been paid in real 
estate. and legal expert fees to “friends of 
the administration.” ‘This aspect of Chicago's finan- 
cia] plight, however, is being investigated by Staté’s 
Attorney Swanson, and will in due time be exposed. 

In the meantime, it should be borne in mind that 
for the last 10 or 15 years Chicago has undergone 
much growth and expansion. The city has burgeoned 
forth from the clumsy, sprawling, ugly town of be 
fore the war into a metropolis. Its downtown sky- 
line has attained real beauty and distinction; some 
of the buildings representing modern skyscraper arch- 
itecture at its very best. Grant Park, with its mag- 
nificent drives, the classic purity of the gew Field 
Museum and the beautiful Soldiers’ Field’ is being 
transformed from a dirty front yard into as noble 
@ prospect as can be found in Europe. Nor is the 
metamorphosis confined to the downtown section. 
No one can visit Chicago without a feeling that 
an amorphous village is at last growing up. 

Those who raise eyebrows at Chicago’s predicament 
should bear in mind that great improvements mean 
great expenditure.

It could do with 
a little of Chicago's spirit of extravagance, since 
money freely spent, like bread cast upon the waters, 
often comes back many-fold.

WE AMUSE THE BRITISH. 

Always amused by our prohibition experiment, the 
British have been moved to profound laughter by that 
solemn pantomime in which we proceed with it when 
we well know the thing has failed. 

For instance, the London Morning Post finds its 
risibles cruelly bruised by the discovery of Mr. Hoo- 


‘yer’s Law Enforcement Commission that after 10 


years of titanic struggle to put this law on the people, 
with 206 killings, 500,000 arrests and 85,000 imprison- 
ments, With gunboats patrolling our seashores, with 
snoopers, smellers and spies everywhere, with the Bill 
of Rights knocked into a cocked hat, courts and jails 
jammed, and the people so demoralized that they 
don’t know the moral difference between murder and 
drinking a glass of beer—after all this the commis- 
sion proposes to give prohibition a fair trial! The 
Post wonders if Napoleon got a fair trial at Water- 
loo, or if slavery got a fair trial in our own Civil 
War. In brief, in short, and in toto, as our humorous 
English cousins put it, it is too jolly absurd. 

The Manchester Guardian is both amused and be- 
mused. After surveying the commission’s figure of 
80,000 arrests in a single year, its obvious conviction 
that we are trying to do what is impossible, and its 
recommendation that even greater efforts be made to 
enforce the law, the Guardian says that if we had no 
more to guard than the 1000 smuggling roads on the 
Canadian border it is doubtful if enough enforcement 
officers could be mustered to do it. It suggests that 
“unless Congress is prepared to vote hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars for enforcement the law cannot ob 
tain what the prohibitionists would call a fair trial,” 
and Congress is not, in its opinion, likely to vote any 
such sums. 

It is a singular thing about life that nations, like 
individuals, must make their own mistakes. . To the 
British there is nothing new about what we are try- 
ing to do. They tried to do the same thing many 
times. They even built prison ships with which fo 
transport to the penal colonies of Australasia those 
who dissented when some unjust law was thrust upon 
them. They hanged the poacher, and sent to the 
| gibbet the precursors of their present Labor Govern- 
ment. The British at last concluded that the deter- 
mining factor in any Government is human nature, 
and when they reached that conviction they stopped 
trying to do what we are attenipting to do with pro 
hibition. Yet their experience means nothing in the 
United States. It is as if there had never been any- 
thing of the kind in history that might guide us. 

The Morning Post says we are trying to dragoon 
the American people, which, it agrees with the com- 
mission, is repugnant to American traditions. It ex-

public of the country seems to have 

formed two important conclusions. The 
one is, that they are more active than ever 
before in advanced work and research, in 
the promotion of learning, and in “pushing 
out’’—as academic jargon boastfully puts 
it—“the boundaries of human knowledge.” 
The other, equally marked, concerns the 
absence of some definite philosophical, or 
even practical, orientation of educational 
effort as a whole. This conspicuous indif- 
ference to aims that lie beyond an arm’s 
length, let alone to anything suggestive of 
finality, is a characteristic national habit 
which intellectuals appear to share with 
the “common run.” Maybe the disregard 
of higher values is their contribution 
toward the purchase price of democratic 
solidarity, 


Our highest schools just now suffer great- 
ly from a lack of co-ordination in their 
various doings. Divisions and departments 
of work are seen to develop or decline in 
harmony with the shifts of keen, but not 
infrequently ephemeral, popular interest. 
In this country, largess toward educational 
objects is almost unlimited, but far, far 
from impartial in the bestowal. The very 
life of most institutions of learning today 
is due to the extraordinary generosity of 
relatively few persons of wealth. The al- 
legation that these benefactors take an ar- 
bitrary hand in the affairs of the institu- 
tions thus endowed, springs too frivolously 
from the undeniable correlation between 
affluence and influence. The charge, how- 
ever, is invidious and, barring negligible 
exceptions, groundless. Speaking by and 
large, institutions endowed on a large scale 
have not been subjected to private dicta- 
tion. The support. given to them by men 
and women of powerful wealth, uncondi- 
tionally and in discharge, it would seem, of 
a finely sensed civic obligation, deserves a 
gold-lettered chapter in the history of an

older industrial era. . It is not interference 


injurious to the autononty of the universi- 
ties. 

It is fair to add that the results have 
been uniformly good, indeed almost won- 
derful, in certain professional and scientific: 
reaches of the higher education. Yet to 
the Foundations themselves*they seem not 
to have been completely satisfactory and 
the fact that with one or two of them a 
liquidatioh of the eapital resources is un- 
der contemplation, if not actually in prog- 
reas, may be accepted as a sign that this 
method of corporate subsidy is on the wane. 
The “endowed” universities thus find them- 
selves thrown back mainiy on private 
patronage. And if the new wealth can rise 
to its opportunities the change may harbor 
some good, . 

The Boards and Foundations attack 
only one side of our problem, in that they 
gave their money and their energies pre- 
dominantly to one or two well-defined 
groups of scientific enterprises, namely, 
those related to pure and applied Science. 
To the “Humanities” they paid so little at- 
tention, by comparison, ihat in the inev- 
itable process of oscillation the pendulum 
should now be accelerated in their direc- 
tion if equilibrium is eventually to be at- 
tained. For the youth of this prosperous 
and progressive, but lamentably uninspired 
America of ours, whom we are supposedly 
training for “leadership,” an immersion of 
the mind into the breadths and depths of 
life is of paramount importance. The 
growth and movement of ideas as revealed 
in the study of history, literature and the 
“liberal arts” in genéral clearly serves such 
@ purpose. 

The college, therefore, deserves to be 
supported not only as a “feeder” of the 
practical and scientific needs of the nation 
but for the encouragement of abstract 
thinking and the dissemination of cultivated 
ideals. While students go to college from 
incentives that are utilitarian on the whole, 
the spirit of high adventure is by no means 
extinct among them. And though the home 
and the school deliver them to the college 
all too often in a crude state of knowledge

LONDON, Jan. 21.—The text of 
the address of Andre Tardieu, 
French Premier, before the five- 
Power naval conference today fol- 
lows: 

“The immediate object of this 
conference is to promote the solu- 
tion of a great problem under its 
two aspects; namely, the problem 
of limitation, and of reduction of 
naval armament.

Today, Joe Walcott Asserts

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—Madison Square Garden is a dim, cool 
place in the afternoon, full of shadows. that blot the outlines of the 
battle ring and fuse the endless rows of efppty seats into banks of 
dusk. Footsteps echo loudly, folks usually talk in whispers in the 
ampitheater that by night blazes with light and rocks to the roars of 


fight-crazed multitudes. ‘ 
There are dim figures, too, in, 
the corridors, mostly twisted old 


fellows with mops and pails of suds, 
washing floors for a meagre hour- 
ly wage. There are others dusting

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The Penetrating Eye. 

T is pretty universally admitted 

that man, taken as he is, proves 

a feeble animal. 

Many of the lower animals are 
better able than he to stand and 
survive hardships. 

And yet in our world man is 
king, and this only because he has 
been able to extend his powers.. 

The deer is swifter than man. 
but only man has been able to Cre- 
ate the locomotive. The elephant 
is stronger. but only man has in- 
yented derricks, with which he is 
able to lift many times the weight 
of an elephant. His senses, weak- 
er than those of many an animal, 
become far keener than the keen- 
est sense of the lower species when 
he extends, refines and sharpens 
them with his ingenious inven- 
tions. 

The penetrating eye, the X-ray, 
is a fine flustration of this point. 

Thirty-five years ago it was un- 
known. Now the X-ray is among 
the most important instruments 
employed in medicine. In a wide 
variety of ways it is used to deter- 
mine the conditions of the body. 
Hardly a part of the body but can 
be inspected by means of the X- 
ray, and its field of application is 


‘| becoming ever more extensive, 


The X-ray, at the time of its dis- 
covery, was a mystery even to 
Roentgen, who discovered it. That 
is why he named it X-ray, X rep- 
resenting the umknown, the mys- 
terious, 

Today we know a great deal 
more about this ray, but in many 
ways it still is mysterious. This 
much, however, we do know about 
the application of the X-ray! It 
does not give us pictures, in the 
common sense of the term, but 
rather a shadowgraph. 

The principle of the X-ray as far 
as we can state it in simple terms 
is that it gives forth under the 
proper conditions a certain kind 
of ray which bas remarkable pen- 
etrating powers, so that if you 
place a dense body between the 
source of the X-ray and a photo- 
graphic plate, the ray will pene- 
trate the hody and affect the plate. 

Valuable as the X-ray is, its 
value is heightened when it is used 
in connection with other tests and 
examinations. For this reason it 
is best never to have X-rays taken 
save under the doctor’s orders.

But the ques- 
tion is pointless, for the real sit- 
uation is that nobody is deserting 
anybody dr anything! 

It is difficult to understand what 
all the excitement is about. Talkies 
had no sooner arrived than pessi- 
mists began to shout: “The screen 
is dead! Goodby to the film 
stars.” It seemed to be a. gen- 
era] impression that a great cata- 
clysm had descended on our art 
which would Wipe out all that had 
gone before. No one appeared to 
realize that this was not a dread- 
ful thing which had happened but 
just a degired‘and to be expected 
unit of progress: The dreadful 
thing would have been if we had 
stood still; if something new and 
strong and vital hadn't arrived to 
carry us forward> Today mem- 
bers of a family which for a gen- 
eration made buggies and wagons 
hold thousands of shares of stock 
in a great automobile factory. 
When the “horseless \ carriage” 
came in they saw in it a desir- 
able forward movement, and +to- 
day the profits of their faith 
amount to millions of dollars. 

When talkies came into pictures 
they simply raised the require- 


4 ments for individual success, that 


is all. They added excellence of 
dialogue presentation to panto- 
mimic ability as a further artistic 
prerequisite. We are all always 
struggling in a battle for the sur- 
vival of the fittest. We maintain 
our jobs and our places in the 
world because wé can do one thing 
better than someone else. If a 
change, an improvement of meth- 
ods, come in our business or pro- 
fession, we succeed for the future 
in proportion to the manner in 
which we grasp the opportunity set 
before us. If we fail to live upto 
the demands of this new progres- 
sive step we must give our place 
in line to the fellow who has. 


HIS is exactly what has hap- 
pened in talking pictures. A 
few screen personalities have 
found that the pace was too swift, 
and have dropped out. But, on 
the other hand, equally as many 
stage people have tried the talking 
pictures, found that they didn't fit 
and have returned.to the legiti- 
mate boards or to other activities. 

We have a different set-up in 
the studios, certainly. You see 
mang faces today which are flew 
and strange. But you also see a 
great majority of otd familiar 
faces, particularly the fo r 
“silent” stars. .Whatever dropping 
out there has been -has centered 
largely in the lower tanks, among 
players of insufficient basic train- 
ing and background. The stars 
who gained eminence in the silent 
pictures are still with us. The star 
list of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, for 
example, contains all the names it 
had three years ago. The pérson- 
alities which carried these screen 
leaders to the top have been 
equally effective, when suddenly 
they opened their mouths and be- 
gan to talk!

The public has discovered, how- 


ever, that most of the screen stars °

voices. This is due sOme meas- 
wre to the fact that they have 
had no special opportunity to pick 
up false ,habits of speech produc-~ 
tion. On the other hand, some 
stage players have come to regret 


that years of wrong methods of, 


speaking had so ingrained them in 
certain bad vocal habits that they 
could not appear to adyantage in 
talking pictures. : 

You see, if a beautiful. leading 
iady speaks to you from a fairly 
large auditorium her voice is 
spread more or iess equally over 
1500 or more auditors in that audi. 
torium. In other words when it 
gets to your two ears any rough 
spots in it are softened so you 
may not notice them. When the 
same player, however, taiks into a 
microphone it is as if she had ap 
audience of only one person. Every 
atom of her voice is concentrated 
into that one ear, and all its defi- 
ciencies are thereby highly accen- 


tuated.

There- 
fore she finds a new problem when 
she has to focus her talents upon 
more intimate individual groups of

use their voices normally, natu- 
rally and without affectation to 
succeed in talking pictures, ; 
From both stage and screen 
trained people we get one common 
error, particularly with the women. 
And--that is voices which are 
too high pitched. It seems to have 
become an American feminine 
habit to set the conversational tone 
an octave or so higher than # be- 
longs, We would do well to culti- 
vate the European jiaBits of speech. 
I do not know whether or not it 
is due to the specific requirements 
of the Latin and Teutonic tongues, 
but it is a fact that the average 
European girl has a much lower- 
pitched voice than the same type 
of girl in America. A squeaky, 
raspy voice isn’t incurable, unless 
the habit has become too in- 
grained; but it can act as a deter- 
rent to quick success 6n a vocal 
screen. se 
My second point concerns the 
bad articulation of individuay let- 
ters in words. This is very serious 
indeed. We “Americans, whether 
professional! stage people or just 
members of the public at large, 
have become very careless in our 
production of the English language. 
I can count on the fingers of my 
two hands the players of either 
stage or screen: who have not suc- 
cumbed to the prevailing American 
habit of dropping consonants. =— 
There have been cases where :

New York there are always enough 
highly sophisticated persons to 
provide a constant market for the 
glittering but very specialized crea- 
tive commodity which is‘ hers. 


Now you cannot specialize in pic- 
tures. You must hit a note of 
such inclusive humanity that all 
grades of humankind will under- 
stand you.

The motion picture is 
not a little theatre progositian. 
Your appeal must be widespread, 
not directed to just one tiny group. 

This. particular. star did not get, 
this point. She made several pic- 
tures. All of them were beautiful- 
ly done. That group which likes 


the type of work represented has}, 


lauded the films to the sky. ‘But 
they have been commercial fail- 
ures. The reason is because the 
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star would not realize that there 
is a difference between a small 
stage and a large screen public. 
She took neither the time nor the 
trouble to search for a vehicle 
which would put over her charin 
in a screen manner. She ignored 
the fact that the.talking picture 
has a technique all its own. She 
merély put on film exactly the 
same thing she had always. given 
the stage. ; 

That, of course, is a very great 
error. Neither stage nor screen 
stars can ‘continue exactly as they 
have been doing. Both must alter 
their ideas to fit this new and third 
technique of dramatic expression. 

This technique is so new that the 
present time and year offers a tre- 
mendeus challenge to all actors. 
Who will contribute most to the up- 
building of’ this new artistic form? 
That is a question which can only 
be answered five years from now.
